mas began his argument to the jury 
in behalf of Harry Tliaw at 2:09 this 
afternoon. - . 
,Ntw Yqri, -April 8.—Shortly before 
the jurors were ^brought into court 
this morning for the resumption of 
the Thaw trial, "District 
Attorney 


Jerome made a formal appeal 10 the 
court asking thelfus'tice not to confirm 
the report of the insanity commission 
which found Thaw sane. 
"In view 


of the finding of the lunacy commis- 
sion, I can only accept it," paid Jus- 
tice Fitz'gerald. The trial will re- 
sume." 


The jurors were brought in and the 


trial was resumed. 


Dr. Hamilton was called to the 


stand, but objections from Jerome to 
Delmas' line of questioning were sus- 
tained by the court, and/the efforts 
of the defense" to have the alienist say 
he considered Thaw insane at 
the 


lime lie shot White proving 
futile. 


The witness was Tvithdrawn. Delmas 
announced, "The defense rests." 


"In view of the long time this trial 


has taken, 1 wish tlie taking of testi- 
mony to cease now" Justice Fitzger- 
ald said. "I have decided with the 
consent of counsel on both sides that 
from this time until the trial ends to 
keep rbe jury together ns was done in 
the first days cf the trial." 


Delmas asked that he be given until 


2 o'clock this afternoon for final pre- 
paration for his address. Justice Fitz- 
gerald ordered attorneys on both sides 
to hand to him any requests they may 
have for instructions to the jury on 
particular points of testimony. A re- 
cess was taken. 


The sudden close of the case means 


it will probably go to tbe jury Wed- 
nesday night or Thursday morning* It 
is expected that Delmas will use all of 
this-afternoon's session and a good 
part of tomorrow's. It is likely Jus- 
tice Fitzgerald will deliver his charge 
as soon as Jerome finishes.

AND SAYS IT IS 
INVALID 


Former President Piles a Brief in Re- 


lation to Insurance Oflicials' 


Salaries. 


New York, April 8.—Former Presi- 


dent Grover Cleveland, counsel for the 
association of life insurance presi- 
dents, has just submitted to that asso- 
ciation a brief m relation to the mat- 
ter of salaries' paid by life insurance 
companies. The occasion for its prea 
entation is the fact that certain west- 
ern states have now pending before 
their lespectlve legislatures bills that 
would limit the salaries of life insur- 
ance officers to ?50,000 a year, while 
in others tbe limit is fixed at $25,000 
a year. The brief, it is announced, 
will be filed with the Wisconsin legis- 
lature by Robert Lynn Cox, who will 
appear as attorney for the association 
of life insurance presidents, in oppo- 
sition to the bill providing for com- 
pulsory investment of reserve funds 
in the state, largely Increased taxation 
of premium receipts and other sub- 
jects Mr. Cleveland in his brief con- 
tends that the proposed legislation Is 
unconstitutional. 


The 
international 
policy-holders' 


committee issued a statement pointing 
out alleged violations of the insurance 
code by companies in the recent elec- 
tion of officers and the alleged in- 
efficiency of the department of insur- 
ance in conducting the supervision of 
the election. The statement says in 
part: 


"The international committee has 


maintained for months in both the 
Mutual and New York Life canvass a 
force of watchers and translators, and 
every effort has been made to protect 
the Interests of policy-holders who 
have YQted. against the old manage- 
ments, but the rulings of l.he inspec- 
tors have been so' uniformly against 
us, and being fully satisfied that it is 
Impossible under the present condi- 
tions to secure a fair count of the 
votes as cast, we withdrew our watch- 
ers. 
From the beginning the compa- 


nies, with tbe assistance of the depart- 
ment of insurance, have evaded and 
nillifled in every way possible the law 
as enacted. The companies filed lists 
of policy-holders at Albany which con- 
tained thousands cf incorrect names, 
with false and misleading addresses, 
while they gave to agents and can- 
vassers not alone the correct names 
and addresses, but the policy numbers 
of the insured." The statement then 
sets forth In detail the various forms 
of Irregularity charged, and declares 
that affidavits show it was practiced" 
on a wholesale scale, but these affi- 
davits, the statement a&serts, were re- 
fused consideration. 


The statement further says: "Nu- 


merous 
instances developed where 


agents had sent in proxies and ballots 
bearing the names of policy-holders 
who had been dead for years, while 
many ballots were cast bearing the 
names of former policy-holders who 
had allowed their policies to lapse. 
The officers of these companies and 
the department of insurance are re- 
sponsible for this condition of affairs." 


Filipino Student Dead. 


Washington, April 8.— Ignaclo A. 


Rosario of Manila, one of the Filipino 
students who has been receiving an 
education at the expense of this gov- 
ernment, died at a hospital in this 
city, following an operation. Rosario 
was 20 years of age and was to have 
graduated in law from George Wash- 
ington university this spring.

the largest of these is that supplied 
to new battleship Connecticut. The 
lens of this searchlight is more than 
five feet across. When the maximum 
power is being used the lights have 
an intensity of 60,000 candle power, 
and its rays can be thrown several 
miles. 


Searchlights were originally adopt- 


ed to find torpedo 
boats at night: 


They are now used for signalling, to 
discover a man overboard, to aid nav- 
igation, and for many other 'purposes. 
When a man falls 
overboard 
from 


one of the great ships 
at sea, the 


searchlight is at once trained 
upon 


him, and the ray is held there until 
he is picked up by the boats. 


In signalling a shutter is attached 


to the searchlight. 
This alternately 


"-'terrupts and prolongs or shortens 
the period during which the light fs 
risible. By this means the operator 
is able to telegraph 40 miles, using 
any telegraph code. In Manila har- 
bor during the insurrection, messages 
were frequently sent more than 40 
miles, by using the clouds as reflec- 
tors. 
This system 
-can be used on 


cloudless nights, but the signals can- 
not be seen so far. The searchlight 
is also used in signalling on the same 
principle as wig-wag flags. 


Searchlight drills take place when- 


ever a Sq'ua'drjon lies in •haf>bor.:;St£arir 
launches to represent attacking "tor- 
pedo'boats,, are sent out from the ves- 
sels with instructions to return under 
full speed, each launch striving to get 
as close as possible without (being dis- 
covered. Meantime the searchlights 
are so directed as to have their rays 
fikirn every square 
of water .within 


the light's range. 
Sometimes, even 


under this severe glare of light, the 
boats succeed in reaching their ships. 
In actual war this would, of course, 
result in the annihilation of the war 
vessel.
